The bill calls for creation of a de- 


partment of alcoholic beverage con- 
trol under a commission of three mem- 
bers to be appointed by the governor 
(or terms of five years. The commis- 
sioners would receive salaries of $5,000 
a year each. They would determine 
the number of liquor stores to be op- 
erated arid fix the price of liquor. 
Prices would be uniform throughout 
the state except for local fluctuations 
caiLscd, by difference in operating cost*. 
The state's 20 cent profit would be the 
difference between the cost of liquor to 
the state from the manufacturer and 
the sale price fixed by the commission. 


Senator Smith said this would elimi- 


nate the wholesaler's and retailer's 
profits as well as the five cents-a pint 
.state tax now paid by the consumer.

It was handed to Viscount Chil- 
ston by Foreign Commissioner Maxim 
Litvinoff Saturday night and wa.s pub- 
lished Sunday after the latter's de- 
parture for Geneva. 


Officials cmphasi/.ed that the note- 


was not a rejection of British effort to 
effect a ban by European 
powers

Gold Bar Worth 


$14,000]s Stolen 


421 Bars Shipped by Swiss 


Bank—Only 420 Reach 


New York City 


NEW YORK—W)—A bar of gold 


worth $14.000 was missing Sunday from 
a shipment of 421 bars which arrivec 
in New York Thursday on the French 
liner Paris. The story of the missing 
gold leaked out as the liner sailed on 
its return voyage. 


Responsibility for its disappearance 


was another 
matter. 
Officials de- 


clined to be quoted. One federal of- 
ficial said the gold was an insured mai 
consignment on the liner. An cm 
ploye of the French Line said it \va: 
sent by a Swiss bank as an uninsurcc 
piece of parcel post, consigned to the 
Federal Reserve bank of New York. 


Postoffice inspectors began an in- 


vestigation, but Gregory Noonan of 
the United States district attorney's 
office here advised them the matter 
was not under jurisdiction of the 
Postoffice Department 
inasmuch as 


the missing bar was not signed for by 
he postoffice truckman. 


When the Paris arrived the mail was 


Laken off at the pier, instead of down 
he bay. us usual. Dumped on the pier, 
t was loaded on postoffice trucks. 


One theory was that the bar was re- 


moved from the ship's hold while the 
3aris lay fogbound in Quarantine last 
Wednesday and Thursday. A small 
x>at could have slipped up to the lin- 
er's side in the- .soupy weather. But 
.he gold wa.s in the ship's guarded 
strongbox, which crew members swore 
lad not been opened. 


The theft was discovered by a sharp- 


eyed driver of a mail truck, who saw 
an eight-inch slit in one of a group of 
parcel post bags assigned to the Ir- 
ving Trust Company of New York, and 
refused to accept it. The bag uas sup- 
posed to carry two bars of bullion. 
When examined, it carried only one. 


Investigators pinned their hopes of 


recovering the gold on two seamen 
taken from the ship and charged with 
smuggling narcotics. 


French postal officials who stood 


guard over the Paris' strong room said 
there was no question the gold .ship- 
ment was intact when it left France. 
It was examined first, then sealed 
under lock und key.

tle Rock, took the witness stand and 
testified that Hembree was "insane and 
criminally dangerous." 


Dr. Kolb said that Hembree's .mind 


appears normal at times but at other 
times he is criminally intent. 


At his first trial Hembree told a 


weird story. He declared that Derry- 
berry and a negro "snooped" around 
his house at night, peering in at the 
windows and haunting him. 


Derryberry was shot to death .on a 


Hope street lasj fall. The killer im-

•automobile accidents throughout the 
lation over the week-end. Five or more 
ost their lives when two cars, one of 
them in Jersey City, N. J., and the oth-

in Lisbon, Ohio, plunged in rivers. 


In the Ohio accident, an automobile 
carrying three persons hurled off a 40- 
foot embankment. 


In the New Jersey crash, the car, un- 


identified and estimated to have been 
going 60 miles an hour, crashed through 
the guard gate of an open drawbridge, 
carrying its occupants in a 70-foot 
plunge. Witnesses disagreed as 1o 
whether more than two persons were 
in the car. 


The Census Bureau at Washington 


reported automobile fatalities during 
the week ending January 1 in 129 cities 
totaled 313—107 more than the corre- 
sponding week in 1935. and that for the 
year there were 178 fewer deaths in 131 
cities than in 1935.

Cause of Leukemia—Rapid Increase of White Blood 


Cells—Is Unknown

While an increase in the total num- 


ber of red blood cells is a serious mat- 
ter, a persistent, great increase in the 
total number of white blood cells is 
"much more serious from the standpoint 
',of effect on health and life. 
. From his patient's appearance, the 
doctor may frequently guess that this 
disturbance exists, but only an exam- 
ination of the blood, including a count- 
ing of the white blood cells and a 
study of their appearance, will yield 
the necessary knowledge to make a 
diagnosis. 


Normal human beings have about 


7500 white blood cells in each cubic 
millimeter of blood. In the condition 
called leukemia, the white blood cells 
increase rapidly in amount to 100,000, or 
even 1.000,000. in every cubic millimeter 
of blood. As the white blood cells in- 
crease, the red ones decrease, the red 
coloring matter of the red blood cells 
breaks down, and eventually death 
may follow. 


Cause of this strange malady is un- 


known. It is definitely 
related to 


changes whcih take place in the blood- 
forming tissue, such as the bone mar- 
row, spleen, and lymph glands. 
For- 


tunately, leukemia is rare. 


There are types of cases which come 


on suddenly and cause death promptly; 
and there are chronic cases in which 
the development is gradual. 


In very severe cases, the life of the 


patient is measured In weeks or, at the 
most, in months. Because of the na- 
ture of the condition, the patient be- 
comes weak, has throat pains, and us- 
ually has symptoms such as those in 
most severe types of infectious 
dis- 


eases, associated with anemia, hemor- 
rhage, swelling of the glands, spleen. 
and liver, and similar signs of serious 
damage of the body. 


One of the first methods of treatment 


in this type of disease is to inject blood 
directly into the body through a vein, 
and sometimes the X-ray is used to 
control excess activity of the bone mar- 
row. But altogether the outlook is not 
promising.

Syphilis Threatens 
f 


10th of Population 


U. S. Needs Preventive 


Action Like That in Eng- 


land and Scandinavia 


NFAV YORK, N. Y.-Tho honvy loss 


of life and wide-spread suffering cims- 
ed by syphilis tind related disenses 
could ho measurably reduced in this 
country .according to stulisticinns of 
I he Molhropolitnn Life Insurance com- 
Utiny, if modern nnd scientific meth- 
ods of prevention und treatment were 
in as general use here as in England 
and the Scandinavian nations. 


In view of the seriousness of the sit- 


uation hero, tho insurance company 
statisticians ore cooperating with Sur- 
geon-General Thomas Parran, Jr., of 
the United States Public Health Ser- 
vice in his recently inaugurated cnm- 
pnign to combat the disease which, 
though preventable, is said to cause 
perhaps 100,000 deaths a year in this 
country, with as many as 7.000,000 per- 
sons infected at any given time. 


Declaring the American people "must 


be aroused to the seriousness of the 
venereal disease 
problem 
and be 


urged to take decisive action towards 
its solution," the statisticians say; 


"Syphilis is a major public health 


problem. 
In 1934, the most recent 


year for which data for the entire 
country are available, approximately 
17,700 deaths in the United States were 
attributed to syphillis, locomotor ataxia 
and general paralysis of the insane. 
This figure does not, however, begin 
to reveal the toll that these diseases 
exact. In the first place, syphilis as a 
cause of death is greatly understated 
on death certificates. It may well be 
that if all deaths due to syphilis were 
reported as such, the annual total in 
the United States would be in the 
neighborhood of 100,000. Moreover, it 
has been estimated that about 7,000,000 
persons in this country have syphilis 
nt any given time; that one of every 
10 adults will be infected by syphilis 
at some time during his or her life; and 
that the annual number of new cases 
receiving medical care each year is 
about a half million. This is certainly 
a shocking toll of death and disabil- 
ity. 


"This great wastage of human life 


could be much reduced, if knowledge 
of prophylaxis and treatment now gen- 
erally available were more widely 
used. The experiences in England and 
especially 
the Scandinavian 
coun- 


tries, bear witness to the efficacy of a 
determined drive against the venereal 
disease. In Stockholm, for example, 
in 1919 there were about 44 new cases 
ofsyphilis per 10,000 population. In that 
year a broad anti-venereal program 
was put into effect, and at present the 
rate is about two new cases per 10,000 
population."

10 Pounds of Onions 


If Hempstead countians are aver- 


age Americans, they will eat about 10 
pounds of onions per person in 1937. 
But whether that is true or not, the 
good cook is one who knows how to 
use her onions as seasoning for soup, 
stew, hash, or sulod, in every course 
up to the dessert. The onion crop this 
year is unusually large, and the price 
will not be high, according to the 
United States crop report. 


There is good food value in onions. 


They are rich in minerals and vit- 
amins, and have some protein, fat, and 
carbonhydrate. The only thing against 
them is their odor, and this can be 
eliminated partially by cooking in aji 
open kettle, suggests Miss Gertrude E.

spinach, kale, mustard, and lettuce 
grow rapidly. 


If a rather 
liberal 
application of 


barnyard manure has not been applied 
the fall previous to planting, the hor- 
ticulturist advises giving the young 
plants plenty of commercial nitrogen 
in some of the various forms now on 
the market. In the case of the more 
slowly available types of commercial 
nitrogen, it i.s suggested that they be 
broadcasted 2 to 3 weeks before plant- 
ing at the rate of about 4 pounds per 
hundred square feet of garden space. If 
the more quickly available sort is 
used, side dressings may be made along 
the side of the rows after the seed- 
lings have begun to grow. -The ii|> 
plications should be made at the rule 
of about one pound per hundred foot 
row and more applications made as the 
season advances. Probably one or two 
side dressings will be sufficient for 
the average quick growing crop like 
lettuce or mustard. These should be 
made at intervals of about 2 or 3 
weeks apart, Mr. Woolsey suggests.

Traps Extortionist 


Nicks in Letters Betray 


Writers of Letters De- 


manding Money

SAN FRANCISCO.—{/P)—The mere 


fact that the new year bears the num- 
bet 1937 will make work much easier 
for Edward Oscar Heinrich, consulting 
criminologist 


In Heinrich's profession of scientific 


Crime detection, analysis and tracing 
of typewriting play a prominent part, 
and there is no character on the type- 
writer keyboard that is such a "dead 
giveaway" as the seven. 


Sevens Vary 


Other characters are fairly well 


standardized among the various makes 
and models of typewriters, but the de- 
signers put some individuality into 
their sevens. Often a single glance at 
the figure in an extortion note or sus- 
pected document enables Heinrich to 
name the precise model of typewriter 
on which it was written. 


Hence the felon who dates his com- 


mxinications 1937 has one strike on him 
at the start. 


A typical case in which Heinrich s 


typewriting studies helped postal au- 
thorities clear up an extortion case 
occurred in 1935. 


Trapped By Nicks 


A San Francisco physician received 


a typewritten note demanding $100 on 
a threat that alleged scandalous infor- 
mation about his wife would be di- 
vulged to the newspapers. He was able 
to name a young man he suspected but 
he hadn't a shred of proof. 


Heinrich's analysis of the typing dis- 


closed that it had been done on a cer- 
tain old model typewriter, and he sug- 
gested the federal officers trace the 
youth's daily routine to see if it took 
him near such a machine. 


It was found that the suspect loiter- 


ed around a theater and was on friend- 
ly terms with the gwner. and that an 
old model typewriter was stored in the 
basement. Inspector George H. Aus- 
tin typed cff a copy of the note, and 
microscopic examination by Heinrich 
showed flaws in the alignment and 
nicks in the type proving conclusively 
that the extortion letter was written 
on the same machine.

Solves Poisoning 


The simplicity with which scientific 


clues fit into each other was shown in 
an Oakland poisoning case. 


Six members of an Oakland lodge 


received "free samples" of whisky 
soon after prohibtion repeal. One man 
suspicious of its odor, discovered it 
was poisoned and news stories on hi.' 
revelation 
warned 
the 
other 
five 


against drinking theirs. 


The lodge was canvassed and one 


member recalled receiving an anony 
rnous letter, which he had kept. Com 
parison of tho handwriting on the en- 
velope and that on the whisky pack- 
ages immediately .showed they were 
the work of the same person. 


Hciniich then turned his attention 


to the anonymous note itself, which 
was a short verse in an unusual variety 
of twpewritcr lettering. He leraned 
from the local agency handling ma- 
chines with such lettering that only 
one such typewriter had been sold lo- 
cally, and that it was in the library of 
an Oakland newspaper. 


Meanwhile the poison had been an- 


alyzed as cyanide, which suggested an 
engraving plant, where cynadie is a 
stock product. 


The newspaper's engravers were 


questioned and one wa.s found to be a 
member of the lodge in question. Con- 
fronted by the chain of circumstantial 
evidence, he confessed mailing the 
poisoned whisky and wa.s sent to San 
Queritin prison. A lodge feud was his 
motive, he explained.
